"Tlie Social'DcnKxratic proposition that at the age of Co 
I years every man shall be entitled to a pension provided he never 
received an mcome heyond a speciTird aniotint |)er year docs not 
arou<x the chorus of universal approbation which was probably 
anticipated by its author. I'robably its author was a benevo'ent 
1 visionary, eaRcr that his fellow men should have the prospect of 
ease and luxury, and never considering very closely the practical 
question of wlio would foot the bills, 
t-*- "There is more than one point of view from which this 
civil pensbn proposition seems vicious. .A fundamental objec- 
tion to it is that it would tend to paralyze industry and enter¬ 
prise. A man with his hojx fixed on a pension not to be paid if 
he raised himself .uto the ranhs of the moderately prosperous 
( wrnild hardly feel like o.imltatitiR indolence too luird, for fear of 
injuring his pro-spects. Thcce are too many lazy peo)>lc in the 
world now. This woulci make more. 

' "Why is it that there should be a proposition to pension elder¬ 

ly men, and none to pension elderly women? Many a woman 
I who has worked har<l all her life, either for relatives or 
for employers |>aying her wages pitifully small compared 
with what the same quality and quantitv of service would 
1 command from a man, finds herself in advanced age -witli- 
out the means of inilei>cndent support. Would not society do bet- 
ti‘.' to ja-nsion won.en f?r working than to {tension men for holding 
back and not working as hard as they might? 

“After alt, however, a fundamental qm-stion is, how would 
the sums requiretl for old-age ()ensiuiis be raised? Of 

course, they wouhl have to be raiseil by taxation, and by reason 
of grinding taxation, some r>coi>le {lossesscd of little property 
would find thcnvselves unaiilc to hold it A .system which would 
encourage intktlctice ami make |)au|xrs by overburdening small 
pro|xrty owners is stirelv not to Ite welcomed with o|)en arms by 
American workingmen.”— Evciiinj; Wisconsin (Mil.), July 20. 


W ELL, I hap(xn to be the "tK;ncvi>lent visionary eager that his 
fellow men should liave the (trospect of ease and luxury"— 
if an income of $I2 a month will |)ut any man into "ease 
and luxury" —and I am sure the editor of the Evening 
Wisconsin would require a little more than $I 2 a ntonth in order to 
live in ease and luxury'. 

Our friend of the Evening ll'isconsin is also mistaken when he 
thinks that our plan docs nut include women. 

Our plank reads as follows; 

"To enact a law granting every wage-worker over 6o years 
of age, who has eame<1 less than $i,ooo a year and has b^ a 
' citizen of the United States for sixteen years, a (xnsion of not 
less than $|2 a month for the rest of his or her life." 

The term ttvge-svortrr means a woman as well as a man. It 
'denotes any (xrson working for wages, whether a clerk, steixtgrapher, 
hired girl or washer-women, or a railroad engineer, ty|>esctter or 
bookkee{H:r. We agree with the Evening U'iscotuin absolutely on the 
woman question, or rather we disagree with him absolutely, because 
the Evening Wisconsin docs not want to {tension the women either. 

* * • 

The fundainenia! question as to .“who is to foot the bills?" is a 
question which is easily answered. Why, of course, the workmen will 
foot the bill. They are raising so many thousand millions every year for 
the ca{iitalists, for the officials, for the army and navy and for the in¬ 
numerable other things. They ought to be able to get back at least a 
little share of all that for themselves as an old-age pension. 

Lender our ()lan there will be not quite a million men and women 
receiving a {>ension of $144 a year. That would amount to about 
$144,000,000 a year—a mere bagatelle for Uncle Sam, who was attend¬ 
ing $101,671,881 for the amiy in 1907, and $97,606,595 for the navy, 
not figuring the new battleships. 

Brides, the United States {tays a {tension to 967,371 {tersons now, 
to the veterans of the Gvil War and their de{ten(fents, in 1907 it was 
$138^30^94.22. There are still ^8 pensioners of the war of 1812, 
and even three daughters of the Revolution of 1776. 

• • • 

Other countries have been {taying old-age {tensions to the work¬ 
ingmen for a long time. Germany enacted a sick benefit law in 1883, 
ai^ an (^d-a(te pension law in 1889. A (tension is drawn after five 
years of {tayment by all when reaching ^ years, and at any age if dis¬ 
abled from earning one-third of the previous wages. 

The dues for these insurances are {laid {tartly by the insured 
(man or woman) by the wage-worker, {tartly by Uie employer and 
partly by the state. The employer is held res(tantible for the {tay- 
ment By law he must {tay one-l^f and often agrees to {lay all with¬ 
out deduction from wages. For accident insurance he must {tay all 
of it anyway, under the law. Dues are (taid in stamps sold at (tost- 
officet and ^sted on each workers’ jtass book. By the three kinds of 
faisurances—sick benefit, accident and old-age {tension—every wage¬ 
worker in the counto' earning not over $467 a year is insured — a 
total of over 14,000,000 persons. 

• * * 

Austria established compulsory insurance for sickness and acci¬ 
dent in 18S8, and in 1898 a plan for old-age (lemions. France has 
had compulsory accident insurance for minors since 1894, dues being 
paid one-half by the employers and ooe-half by employes. The gov- 
emment is now working on a bill to ({tve an old-age (tension to every 
working man and worlang woman in France. A bill of the same tvpe 
fe now {tending in the English Farliament and on the very day when 
the article of the Evening Wisconsin was written the bill {tassed the 
House of Latrds with a majority of 123 to 16—becau.se both of the old 
English {tarties had weed to it—both admitting that they were 
afraid of the English Socialists who had mode such terrific gains at the 
last general election. 

And if we elected some Socml-Democrats to Cbwess in this 
country, you would tee how quickly the old {>arties would try to get 
thingt for usi

Denmark, Switzerland, Sweden and Norway are all now consid¬ 
ering various forms of compulsory accident insurance and old-age 
pensions. 

New Zealand, since 1899, has {raid $87.59 1 ° every (lerson, rrun 
or woman, {last 65 years of age, who has k^t sober for the pre¬ 
ceding five years, and who has lived twenty-five years in the 
colony, and whose income from other sources is less than $260. New 
South Wales started a similar pension fund in igro, payiiq; $243 
per week to every {>erton over 65. Why not also in America? 

Marcus A. Hanna, the brightest statesman of the cafitalisi class, 
forced an old-age {lension plank into the Republican national platform 
of 1900. But the plank was quietly dro{>{>^ by the blockheads svho 
snccecded Mark Hamu in the leadership of the Republican (arty. 
■They irmch prefer to make deals srith Tanunany and the Democrats of 
ffie Bryan type—to the enactment of any measures which may mean 
something in the end.

It is rkticuloos to claim that such a system would encourage in- 
tkdence and make paupers ' f the workers. The average wage of the 
(American wotkz^ is less than $450 a year—bis earning aMIhy be¬ 
gins to decline with the age of 45—some railrciads set even a lower 
unit—and, as a rule, the capachy for earning a livelihood ceases at the

Last l-'cbruary an Italian crept 
along one of the aisles of a Cath¬ 
olic church in Denver and without 
warning shot down one of tlw 
priests. Father Leo Heinrichs, in 
the midst of the sen'ice. The hor¬ 
rible crime naturally raised con¬ 
jectures as to what {lossible motive 
could have moved tlie nun to such 
an act. What interest could im{>el 
a man to such a deed? Capitalism 
trotted oiit its Anarchist bc^ey, of 
course, but generally the belief was, 
as thf as.sassin had been living a 
half-starved life at a charity ref¬ 
uge, that be had become halF 
crazed and that he took a hunuii 
life out of pure recklessness. Now 
we have his own story. Ever since 
the crime he has expressed satis¬ 
faction over liis deed, and just be¬ 
fore he was liangcd la-t week he 
admitted that he had followed the 
priest from Portugal for the ex¬ 
press Purpose of revenging himself 
iqion him for liaving broken up his 
family. 

Mister Taft has .-ude a rattier 
bad break, from the capitalist news- 
{>a(>cr standfxiint. He has declared 
that, contrary to the bourgeois j 
view, he sees nothing wrong in the | 
{leopic discussing and criticising ^ 
the courts. i 

From the stand(x>int of capitalist 
interests, Taft has one very bad 
failing. He talks too much. Anti 
he is too anxious to concede rights 
to the common herd. 

He justifies ()ro{)cr criticism of 
the courts by the people because “b\ 
such criticism those who administer 
justice shall feel that they arc un¬ 
der the critical eye of men and 
women entitled to have justice ad¬ 
ministered without fear or fawr; as 
long as the (leople feel that this is 
their court, that when it goes 
wrong, when it results in injustice, 
they ought to be ashamed for it. 
and they are res{X}nsible for it, we 
can count on a continuance of free 
goveniment." 

Manifestly this Ls a break. For 
capitalism was making hay out of 
the fact that it had b^me an un¬ 
written law that to critici.se the ju¬ 
diciary was contempt of court. And 
now, with Taft’s {lermission, the 
{leopie will s{ieak their contempt 
out loud—and it will certainly do 
the courts good. 

The chairman of the Wisconsin 
Democratic convention this week 
devoted quite a little of his s{>cech 
to Socialism. He was at' great 
{>ains to deny that Jesus was a So¬ 
cialist “as the Si^alists claim.” 
The Socialists do not claim any 
such thing. 'What they do claim 
has been expressed by the Encyclo- 
{Kiedia Britannica in these words: 
“The ethics of Socialism and the 
ethics of Christianity are identical." 
Socialism comes as a next higher 
stage of society from capitalism, 
just as capitalistn-hasr^been an evo¬ 
lution from feudalism. Christ was 
a communist. In his day such a 
thing as Socialism was unheard of 
If (Christianity is basic in individual¬ 
ism. as the chairman held, and by 
individualism he means the o{>{K)site 
of the social principle, then his 
daim is a pretty tough slander on 
Christianity.

But we have onlv got to 
examine for a few moments the 
subjects chosen for discussion to 
find that, while the s{>rcad of 
L'hristianity in foreign land.s was 
dealt with exhaii-tivelv anil en¬ 
thusiastically, the relation of

problems was what, in the main, 
occupied the time and attention of 
the best thougnt and tlie licst brains 
of the assembly.

pric ts. An effort had been made 
to get Alia jiardoncd. and after the 
hanging the' govcimor stated that 
had he known Alia’s story in time 
he would have panted a stiv of 
execution. AH these facts a geilty 
cajiitalist p<ess saw fit to keep from 
the people.

The only i>lace vou sec them 
in <|nanlilies. tx-si<les fashionahic 
lawns, is in overfed pastures, or 
wlicrc grarlers liavc removed the 
Mp Si'il: then white clover, dande¬ 
lions and other plants set to work 
preparing conditions snitahir for 
grass. Thev arc no nvirc enemies 
to each other than the violet and 
lily. U'c treat our grass too much 
as we do our children, and with de- 
pletcil humanity we fear tlic "yellow 
iieril.” f.
